DOING VIOLENCE TO OUR SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT. 


The decision handed down by the District Court of Appeal in 
the city hall matter prompts this question: 

‘‘Has the adoption of the initiative and referendum given to 
the people any further authority in public measures in which they | 
are vitally interested?’’ 

If this ruling stands the people of this or any other city are 
deprived of the right to initiate ahy measure to acquire public 
parks, playgrounds, logate city hall sites, county seats, dr public 
buildings. It also takes from the people the right to invoke the 
referendum in mattér# on which the legislative body of the state, 
city or county have taken action. » « 


By this ruliig the people thtist submit to the action of their rep- 
Tecontatives in all matters except thee which the courts deplare are 
legiilative in character! x's

that what the voters wanted“when they placed the ‘ittitiative and 
referendum onthe statute books? Did the voters, striving to ob- 
tain the right to really govern themselves, want that kind of gov- 
ernment by the people?

- ‘The Appellate Court’s ruling is a good example of the very 
kind of court-made law that aroused the people to a realization of 
the necessity of direct legislation. 

When the people of Richmond. adopted a city charter they pro- 
vided in it the right to invoke the initiative and fefurénduni in mat- 
ters pertaining to city affairs. They reserved for themyelves the 
right to control their own affairs. 

They naturally expected that they would’ be permitted - to have 
a voice in all matters affecting Richmond and Richmond’s develop- 
ment. 

Now they are told by the District Court of Appen that they 
have nothing at all to say about the location of the city hall.’ 


The Hopping case is simply this, Do the people have the right 
to select a site for the city hall, or are they bound by the action of 
the city council in their selection of a site?

Three sites were offered to the city under varying conditions by 
as many different parties. . 

The council selected one of the sites and rejected the others. 
The requisite number of qualified voters presented initiative and 
referendum petitions, which were duly certified to by the city clerk 
as being sufficient in form and substance and carrying the required 
number of names required by the provisions of the city charter, ask- 
ing that the city council call an election to give the people of the 
city an opportunity to express their choice of the sites offered. ’ 

The council refused to grant the request expressed in the peti- 
tions and denied all of them. An appeal was made to the court, 
which has rendered its decisién sustaining the action of the council, 
and bases its decision upon one ground only, that the selection of a 
city hall site is purely an administrative matter and not a_legis- 
lative act and therefore the people have nothing to say about it, 
thus nullifying the clear and undoubted intention of the people to 
reserve to themselves the right to have a voice in matters of this 
character. i ‘ 


Under our system of government, the executive power is not the 
government, nor the Legislature, nor the judicial, nor all combined. 
The supreme power rests in the body of. the ..people, who are the 
sovereignty, and any body of men who attempt to deprive the people 
of their inherent rights do violence to our governmental system.

In the selection of the city hall site for Richmond there was no 
oceasion for any resort to the courts. The city council should not 
havé hesitated to have submittéd the selection of the site to the vote 
of the people, without any request. Those who offered sites for the 
city should have been willing to have the matter submitted to a 
vote of the people. 

The city hall site and the buildings on it, unquestionably belong 
to the people of Richmond. If you admit that you admit that the 
people have a right to select the location.
